railroad line, although large numbers of Rumanian troops wearing berets were 
observed detraining between Madias and Copsa Mica® A trainload of twenty-* 
eight new heavy tanks was observed travelling west between Mediae and Mojna® 

It is believed that maneuvers are to take place in this general area®
